THE CUBAN CHARGE D'AEFAIRES HAS DELIVERED A FORMAL NOTE

CURFEW HAS CONTINUED AND WILL LAST UNTIL EURTHER NOTICE. 

IN A PRESS CONEERENCE, NEW CHILEAN EOREIGN MINISTER 
HUERTA CLAIMED THE GOVERNMENT ENJOYED THE SUPPORT OF THE 
GREAT MAJORITY OF CITIZENS, AND CHARGED CUBAN INTERVEN- 
TION IN CHILE'S INTERNAL AFFAIRS. MEANWHILE, BRAZIL RE- 
COGNIZED THE NEW CHILEAN GOVERNMENT LATE SEPTEMBER 13,
